Philip Guedalla had a brilliant and many-sided 
career which included considerable serves as a 
worker in public hic, both im the Jewnsh community 
and oviside itt. He was cducated ai Rugby and at 
Oaford. where he won mary drsimections and was, 
in 1911. President of the Union. His year im that 
offiee left an influence which sill remains—the 
Oxford Union ™ style of debating has been 
regarded by many as synonymous with the “ Philip 
C;sucdaia After receiving his M.A... he took 
up a carecr of law. was admitted to the Inner 
and during the last war scrved as 
icgal adviser to the War Office, Contracts Depart-

Mr. Guedalla gave valuable services to a number 
impo fant in the Jew ah 
For several vears he was President of the English 
tederation and he attended he Basie 
Congress of 1977 Without neglecting practical 
probiems, he nevertheless placed great cmphasis 
on Zjonim as a movement of idcas and ideals. Al 
the Federauon's annual conference in 1925 he said 
that “ their last campaign had been one for funds: 
their ncxt must be a campaign of ideas-—-a campaign 
for recruits. but not. for recruts threatened with 
wmomediate exciusion at the pomt of the cheque- 
book and pledgec-form, but cénveried to believe in 
thew cause.” . 

Ihe movement to boycott German goods and 
scrvices tfollowme-the Nezi introduction of 
Jewish restrictions) found in Philip Guedalla a 
vigorous and clogquent proponent. He was Vice- 
President of the Jewish Representative Council and 
supporied the Watchmen of Isracl movement

He must have co-opera- 
ton. Where there was no co-operation between 
Minister and congregation nothing lasting could be 
achveved. By united endeavour and by wholehearted 
co-opcration could they do their duty as a Jewish 
community and as Jewnh men and women. At ho 
time was that co-operation so vital as to-day, when 
nine-tenths of European Jews and the great fountains 
of Jewish knowledec, inspiration, and devotion had 
been wiped out, when the Menorah of Judaism was 
extinguished m so many lands where it had been 
burning for so’many years 

The Protest of Amos 

At no time was the need greater for the Macca- 
bean spirit to be revived, and it could be revived only 
by compicte co-operation between. pastor and flock, 
teacher and taught 

The Rev. 1. Landau took as his text a passage from 
the Book of Amos. Amos‘ uttered: his protest, said 
Mr. Landau, m the name of God against social 


Injustice, and therefore laid down the basis. upon 


which any civilised world must stand—righteousness, 
justice, imternational morality If they honestly 
wanted to see a world rebuilt, if they truly desired 
reconstruction of the universe, if they sincerely armed 
at the banishment and end of bloodshed, they had 
io re-establish the true fundamentals of religion 
righteousness, pustice, international morality, accord- 
ing to the words of Amos, 

Reading the lesson of Chanucah also, he said he 
had kindled one light in bringing together the voung 
members of the congregation.”

Rome Jews Fall Out Over 
_ Presidency 


Acting on the recommendation of Co! Charles 
Poletti, head of the Allied Miluary Government in 
the Rome area, the Italian Government has agaim 
decided to postpone ciections to the Board of the 
local Jewish community, reports the J.T.A 

The action was taken as a result of the differences 
between two groups of Jewish icaders in Rome, each 
of which alleged that the other had had Fascist ten- 
dencies under Mussolini's regime. As the controversy 
has aroused considerable excitement. both Col 
Poletti and the Italian Government felt that Jewish 
elections were inadvisable at the present time 

The status of the Rome Jewish community was 
fixed by a concordat concluded between the Mahan: 
Government and the Vatican in 1933 and is based 
upon the custom of very many vears. Under the 
concordat, Jews are responsible for raising the 
funds for their own. charitable and religious organi- 
sations. The President of the Jewish community 
is virtually a Government official 

The leaders of the two Jewish groups in Rome are 
both prominent lawyers. One. Signor Hugo Foa 
was the President of the Jewish Community Council! 
before the liberation of Kome by the Allies. Fol- 
lowing its policy of replacing leaders of all groups 
with new men. the Allied Military Covernment 
replaced Foa by Signor Silvio Ottolengh, and re- 
named the Council the “ Jewish Commussariat.

right that time. Yesterday I was over in Bickern 
Woods. We shot 480 Russian war prisoners there. 
and just think of ut, we also shot exactly the same 
number of Jews! Which goes to show that the 
Jews have. already gained equality with the 
Russians.”

among them the Chief Rabbi of Riga, Zak, who 
wore his tallit. Dr. Blumenfield managed to 
whisper to a certain Abraham Rosenthal, as he was 
passing: “ Our minutes are numbered. Perhaps 
you'll live to sce better days, Convey our message 
that we died with the firm faith that our people 
cannot be destroyed. We are going to be shot.

Make Cheques and 
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DISENTANGLEMENT 


ALTHOUGH the debate last week in the House of Com- 
mons on the lamentable Russo-Polish differences offered, 
unfortunately, no early hope of an accommodation —the 
Foreion Secrerary described the prospect as “ bleak “— 
it produced from the PRIMI MINISTER a most important 
declaration on the subject of population transfer which 
has a significance by no means limited to the subject under 
discussion. After giving to the House an outline of the 
proposal for a settlement made to Poland by Russia, Mr. 
CHURCHILL went on to say that it would, of course, have 
to be accompanied by what he called the “ disentangle- 
ment of populations in the West and in the North.” There 
would have to be a transference of numbers of Poles trom 
the Russian incorporated areas, and the total expulsion 
of millions of Germans from the areas to be acquired 
by Poland on her northern and western borders. There 
would, he went on, be no mixture of populations to cause 
endless troubles as in Alsace-Lorraine. A clean sweep 
would be made. He was not alarmed at the idea of the 
disentanglement of populations, or even by large trans- 
ferences. which he believed to be more possible than ever 
before through modern conditions. The disentanglement 
of populations which took place between Greece and 
Turkey after the last war, he reminded us, was, in many 
ways, a success, though at first held to be impossible. It 
had solved problems which had, tll then, been the cause 
of immense friction, of wars, and of the rumours of wars 

These remarks represent a new and notably constructive 
approach by the leading British statesman to a difficulty 
which has long embarrassed’ counsel, and of which the pre- 
liminaries to the present war, such as the nefarious use made 
by Hitver of the Austrian Nazis and the Sudeten Germans, 
have provided lurid examples. Mr. CHURCHILL mentioned 
that “these ideas arose at the Teheran Conference,’ and 
it is not surprising to observe that the new American 
Secretary of State, Mr. Sterrinius, has this week emphati- 
cally endorsed the principle enunciated by Mr. Churcuitt 
of population transference. “If the Poles decided that 1 
was in their interests to transfer national groups, the 
United States, with other Governments, would assist, so 
far as was practicable, in. such transfers,” he said. The 
bearing of this principle, apparently fully adopted now by 
the three great Powers, on the future of Jewry 1s secll- 
evident and of the utmost importance. 

Viewed in the practical and objective light of Mr. 
CHURCHILL'S statement, the whole of the Jewish problem, 
or at least the sum of its parts, may fairly be described 
as a matter of disentanglement. Millions of Jews on the 
Continent have in the past suffered because they have, 
through no fault of their own, been forced into ‘a position 
where they have been, in the eyes of the majority, just 
one of these entanglemenits.. This was not a consequence 
of the machinations of Germany prior to the present war. 
li was painfully conspicuous long before—-during the early 
days of the Colonels’ regime in Poland, for example, when 
the only remedy for Polish ills that focused the attentiqn 
of many politicians was to emigrate the country’s three 
million Jews who were regarded, with true anti-Semitic 
perversity, as an “entanglement.” The war has not killed 
this malicious and wicked attitude: it has undoubtedly 
increased its vogue, and it is no grotesque fantasy to Say 
that in hardly any country under the sun is it possible 
confidently to deny that, given certain conditions, the day 
might come when the forces of evil would gei te work, and 
by successive stages force the local Jewry to the condition 
of an “ entanglement.” Mere cryimg aloud for equality of 
rights will not save us. The very concession of the claim, 
on paper, history has shown, will not help; in fact often 
quite the reverse. Those who, like that bigoted anti- 
Zionist, Sir Joun Hore Simpson, cherish the contrary 
view, are merely living in an ideal world of their dreams. 
Of this no better evidence ts needed than a recent article 
by him in the Fortnightly Review, in which he airily asserts 
that “ the solution to (Jewish) persecution in Europe is to 
prevent it.” In other words, the way to solve the Jewish 
problem is to solve it. “If that be impossible.” he goes 
on, “the havens of refuge should be in those countries, 
such as Great Britain, the United States of America, and 
the U.S.S.R., among others, who sympathise with the 
sufferers and have a sense of the dignity of man as man.” 
To say that “ the solution to Jewish persecution is to pre- 
vent it,” and not say how, at long last, it is to be done, 
is surely the high-water mark of ineffectiveness; but to 
ask Britain or America to open their gates to a flood of 


refugees comes very near to a childlike unfamiliarity with 


facts. The “solution” is hardly likely to contribute to 
the “ prevention ” of anii-Sefnitism in Europe—or America. 
On the other hand, to ship back the displaced Jews to 
their former homes would, in the light of anti-Semitism 
prevailing there before the war, and now intensified as a 
result of the war, solve nothing, It would spell re-entangle- 
ment m its most vicious form, and it would be fatuous 
and cruel. 
Somehow the Jewish entanglement—-which is, in reality, 
only another name for Jewish homelessness—has to be 
unravelled, and the only way is to find the Jewish home 


which has a title to be called a home—not only in 
the eyes of 


orld, but, what is far more important if 


successful disentanglement is to be achieved, in the cyes 
of those who are to be disentangled. Only one such home 
cXists: Palestine. Indeed, the whole Zionist idea can be 
summed up in Mr. Cuurcnitts profoundly apt word, 
“ disentanglement.” In the background looms, no doubt, 
the Arab bogy. Burt it is the superlative merit of the 
Minister's and the Secretary OF STATES declara- 
tions on population. transfers that they strip this straw- 
stuffed apparition of much of its fearsomeness. Ihe 
transfer of local Arabs would not take on anything 
remotely approaching the huge proportions envisaged in 
the Russo-Polish problem. It would entail no ~ immense 
work of organisation and transport,” or interference with 
the repatriation of displaced citizens of the United Nations, 
such as The Times speaks of in the Soviet-Polish case; for 
the places of transfer, the Arab countries, are adjacent. 
Further, no element of compulsion could possibly enter 
into the Palestine plan. That would arouse the instan- 
taneous condemnation and fury of the Jewish people even 
before it was condemned by the Arabs, for day in and 
day out we Jews recall that the non-Jew amongst wus 
not only enjoys the passport of the civilised customs of 
hospitality, but 1s the object of Divine protection, of a 
sacred commandment of Judaism, which requires equal 
treatment for the stranger as for the Jew. The idea would 
be to compensate handsomely those transferees who volun- 
tarily offered to move into adjoining Arab lands, and assist 
them liberally in establishing their new life among their 
Arab brethren. In any case the numbers will merely 
amount to those Arabs who are for some reason unwilling 
to live as a fully equal minority in a Jewish State. Actually 
and despite all the noisy protestations of the Arab poh- 
ticlans, when it comes to the point there is little doubt but 
that the Palestine Arab, freed of incitement by anti-Zionists, 
anti-Semites, and anti-British, will settle down peaceably 
and happily to neighbourliness with the Jew. But the very 
existence of permanent machinefy for disentanglement 
would remove dangerous opportunities for the mischiet- 
makers. 

Ihe speeches of the Allied statesmen warrant the strong 
belie! that, sooner or later, some such scheme of population 
iransier will be. accepted, and provide the only solution 
lor the age-old, harassing Jewish problem.

Ine letter from Capt. Edmund de Rothschild, in ths week's 
issue, describing the great kindness with which he, as a Jew. 
was recently received by the Pope, follows on a similar account 
of the reception of an American Jewish soldier given in a 
recent issee, Both testify to a warmth of sympathy for Jews 
felt and expressed by the Holy Father. And not merely verbal 
but practical sympathy; for the head of the Catholic’ Church, 
though many may not know it, has exerted himself tireless! 
to protect the relugees—some of the Jews of Rome were 
sheltered in the Vatican during the eneny regime. It is good 
io have His Holimess’s promise that he- would continue to 
do all he could to help these poor unfortunate men, women. 
and chhidren’ and to prevent further sufferings. There spoke 
the great divine, the voice of the true faith common to all 
creeds, and one could only wish that it spoke in similarly 
noble accents in certain quarters presuming to represent the 
Catholic: view. When the American Jewish soldier took leave 
of the-Pope, his parting words were the good old . Jewish 
greeting “shalom aleichem,” to which His Holiness replied.

OUR TOTALITARIANS 

For sheer political fatuousness, it would be hard to beat the 
circular letter issued by the Chairman of the Leeds Zionist 
Council, Mr. David Fox, and reproduced in the news columns 


of this issue. In it reference is made to a meeting which was — 


to be held on Wednesday in Leeds under the atispices of the 
Jewish Dominion of Palestine League, and was to be addressed 
by Lord Strabolgi. Actually the meeting was a phenomenal 


success; the audience packed the hall, and was unanimous in its’ 


support—-but that by the way. He had every reason to believe. the 
writer of the circular declared, that this gathering was actually 
being sponsored by the New Zionist Organisation, and the 
recipients of the circular were accordingly appealed fo, as loyal 


supporters of the Jewish Agency, “which is the only body ’ 


officially recognised by H.M. Government in all matters relating 
to Palestine,” to boycott the meeting. In point of fact. the 
“every reason” of the writer of the letter was no reason at 


‘all, seeing that the statement about the N.Z.0. has been clearly 


refuted by Lord Strabolgi himself. But apart from that, 
here we have a very vital movement, headed by one who has 
given a great part of a long political career to the Zionist 
cause and who is a Jeading figure in the Labour Party, a move- 
ment, moreover, Originally promoted and supported by men 
like the late Lord Wedgwoed and the present Duke of Devon- 
shire, and just because the Jewish Agency or its subsidiaries 
did not “sponsor” this meeting to promote something which 
is avowed Zionist policy, Leeds Zionists were asked to stay 
away. Could Balkan politics and stupid parish-pumpery go 
further? Because the Jewish Agency is the official Jewish link 
with the Government in Palestine matters, is nobody else to 
have a voice of his Own or the right to use it? This is totali- 
tarianism, and no mistake; and, as such, a serious reflection on 
Zionist methods in this country. It is capable of damaging 
most seriously the Zionist cause ‘in democratic non-Jewish 
eyes and is scarcely likely to encourage a belief in Zionist toler- 
ance, that primary quality necessary amongst those seeking the 
powers of a State or of government. How much such puerile 


Marrowness is calculated to encOurage our non-Jewish friends 


like Lord Strabolgi any sensible person can Judge for himself. 


UNRRA CRITICISED 


THe discontent with Unrra’s progress and achievements that 
was expressed in the Lords’ debate last week undoubted), 
reflects a widespread public feeling. Ht is only fair to the 
organisation, however, to remember the stupendous task which 
confronts that body-—~a task which really amounts to restoring 
great stretches of Europe from a Nazi-made desert into lands 
in which human beings can live. For this unprecedented work. 
which has to be carried on in a continent still lapped by the 
flames of war, Lord Reading, in a brilliant speech, suggested 
that a Colossus of an organisation has been created on a «cale 
<o vast that it has from the outset been muscle-bound and 
paralysed by its own weight. This was, perhaps, more or les, 
inevitable in the early stages, but one cannot help wondering 
whether the “ Colossus” could not acmeve a greater mobi!i!, 
if the principle of the devolution of authoriiy could be applied 
on a greater scale, though, of course, without sacrificing con- 
trol at the top or the necessity for co-ordination of efior: 
Lord Reading was also critical of the perscnnel employed, in 
particular those of them taken from the ranks of the C; 
Service. What was wanted for this work, he argued, were 
people with a flaming vocation for it, not people prised 
reluctantly out of Whitehall; or, as he wittily added, white 
heat and not red tape. On the face of i, this certainly seem: 
a valid criticism, and although in the first hurned months o! 
organisation one could understand the. tendency to. turn 
fo trained civil servants to put the whole enormous organisa- 
tion on its feet. it is hard to believe that in the multitude of! 
experienced social and philanthropic workers there is not to 
be found more suitable material for its staff. To a great 
extent. no doubt. delay in action is imposed by war necessities 
and dislocation. At present, Unrra can only act if invited by 
the military authority or Civil Government, and to this. 
generally speaking, no exception can be taken. But is it noi 
desirable and often possible for these bodies to take a more 
enterprising view of the delays to be interposed, and even to 
take some risks? After all, this matter is one of enormorn 
consequence for the future of Europe. Upon whether or no! 
hungry mouths are fed and homes and the means of liveli 
hood restored to millions of people depends very largely th« 
possibility of ensuring political stability and avoiding ci\ 
wars fo-day. On the same contingency the success of al! the 
plans for bringing order out of chaos later on must turn. 


DR. BRODETSKY FOR AMERICA 


Professor BropetsKy has left for America, with the object 
chiefly of seeking to develop co-ordination and co-operation 
between Jewish bodies in Britain, the United States, and othe; 
countries in formulating Jewish post-war policy for submission 
to their respective Governments. Everyone in the Community 
will wish him godspeed. Obviously, the greater the degree 
of unanimity reached, and the more the co-operation that can 
be sincerely and honestly practised by those concerned, the betiecr 
for Jewish post-war prospects. This is all the more likely to 
be the case under the Deputies’ proposal which, it is _inter- 
esting to observe, contemplates the presentation of similar 
Jewish policy not by a single organisation claiming to speak 
to all and any Government in the name of world Jewry, but 
by separate and similar statements submitted separatcly b* 
each Jewry to its own Government. This, as has always been 
contended in these columns,.is the sensible course most ca!ci- 
lated to produce the best results, if only because, though the 
Governments concerned may well be disposed to listen to the 
representations of their Own Jewish nationals, they wil! 
scarcely heed some supra-national Jewish body composed o/ 
heterogeneous elements and whose title to assume the role 
of spokesman must obviously be for all practical purposes 
impossible to establish. In any case, Dr. Brodetsky’s visi! 
though not without precedent—his predecessor, Mr. Neville 
Laski, K.C., also yisited the States with similar objects—is a 
welcome step and it is myich to be hoped that it foreshadows 
regular consultations in the future and on a wide range of 
subjects between our American coreligionists and ourselves. 


THE BRITISH JEW

which is printed on page 5 in this issue, Dr. Cecil Roth spoke 
the other day on “Jews of the British. Empire,” and, afte:

kind of gradual Jewish suicide which discreet assimilation “2s 
committing unchallenged in this country at the beginning of |h¢ 
century. The very fact that amongst so many of our ardent!) 
Jewish youth, the term “ British Jew” should have come [o 
connote one who is as busy being British as he is determined 
to shuffle off his ties with Judaism, in fact a thoroughly con- 
temptible type, shows how important it is precisely in the 
interests of Israel's eternal fight against annihilation (either 
painless, by assimilation, or painful, by pogrom) to rehabilitate 
the name of British Jew in these circles. For it is the youth 
that count for the future. It is helpful, therefore, to have Dr. 
Roth's reminder of the ancient and specific relation between 
this Empire and Jewry, a relationship which ‘has survived the 
centuries without involving anything but benefit to either of the 
parties concerned. And the British-Jewish type which it has 
produced is, on the whole, not altogether unworthy of its heri-

his or Manchester's thanks that the Jewish com- 
munity would appreciate most, but the gratitude of 
the men and women of the Services who he hoped 
would come in great numbers 

Lord Nathan of Chart, Chairman of the Jewish 
Forces’ Hospitality Committee, quoted the Govern- 
ment White Paper which gave an idea of the 
supreme war effort this country had made. It had 
long been said by experts that no country could 
mobilise more than 10 per cent of its population, 
but the marshalled citizens of this country had con- 
tributed $4 millions to the Forces of the Crown 
out of 45 miilions—slightly more than 12 per cent. 
Out of these 54 millions, apart from the Dominions 
and 30,000 volunteers from Palestine, the Jewish 
community had contributed 60,000—which was 15 
per cent of the Jewish population of 400,000. 

Referring to Councillor Moss’s explanation of the 
late opening of the centre, Lord Nathan recalled 
that he had seen some of the good work that was 
done at the other club at Manchestc:

Was 
Joseph likewise vulnerable? Slowly, joyously, with 
a compelling force that leit no room for doubt, the 
sublime truth dawned upon the aged father: Joseph 
was still his son. the brother of his brethren.

BOTH siman Thanim. Wow timeless are these 

ancient Bible stories! “ Joseph my son 4s. yet 
alive.” Let the glad words be a joyous portent to 
us; let them be a clarion-call of hope and faith to 
our generation. Like Joseph, we too have endured 
the ignominy and servitude of “Egypt modernised 
and intensified. Millions of Jews have been tortured 
to death: nevertheless, Isracl continues to live. We 
survive, and ultimately our persecutors are hoist with 
their own petard. Far more dangerous, because 
more msidious, has been the menace of success. The 
Siren-voices of good fortune, however fleeting, have 
lured more Jews to their doom than all the hell- 
hounds of Nazidom were able to destroy. But even 
this penl we have withstood. Assimilation has not 
proved our undoing—perchance because the anti- 
Semite preverited it, perchance because there exists 
an indestructible core of Jewish consciousness that 
defies all forces of attrition. We have remained a 
suffering but deathless people in a world in which 
the mightiest empires have risen only to fall, con- 
quered only to be defeated in the end. 

But one dread anxicty continues to gnaw at Jewish 
hopes. What of our “ Achilles’ heel “"? What of 
our ingrained factiousness, our mability to close 
our ranks even in the hour of greatest danger? It 
is an oft-told tale, a recurring refrain in the Jewish 
Epic: the assassinators of Gedaliah; the Biryonim 
when the Romans invested Jerusalem; the Karaites 
seven centuries later: the Sabbatacans a thousand 
years after: chassidim and mitnaggidim: Zionists 
and Revisionists—and now the terrorists! Truly, 
none can hurt Israel as much as Israel itself. 

In his wisdom the Prophet Ezckiel prophesied: 
* Behold. I will take the stick of Joseph, which is 
in the hand of Ephraim, and the tribes of Israel his 
companions: and I will put them together with him 
unto the stick of Judah, and make them one stick.” 

O that another Ezekiel would arise to teach our 
people, another Joseph to translate prophecy into 
reality!

FIVE POINTS FOR PARENTS 
J.E.C. Prize Distribution 


A five-point programme, for parents, by which 
they could ensure that their children received a 
proper Jewish education, was dutlined by Dr. Nathan 
Morris at the central prize distribution to pupils 


attending the classes of the Joint Emergency Com-_. 


mittee, last Sunday at the Cenway Hall, Red Lion 
Square, W.C, The Chief Rabbi presided, and Miss 
Josephine Hertz distributed the prizes. 

The proceedings began with songs by the B'nci 
Akiva Choir (conductor Mr. F Harris) and the 
lighting of the Chanucah candles by Colin Semel. 

The Chief Rabbi said that the young Jews and 
Jewesses at that gathering could do what their 
elders could not—grow. And they could shine like 
a Chanucah light in the Menorah of Judaism, 
and through it give strength and warmth to-Jewish 
life and to the Jewish community everywhere. 

From those prizewinners there they hoped to 
recruit the future leaders and teachers of the com- 
munity. If, said Dr. Hertz, they could not answer 
‘these questions: are others happier by my ne, 
are others more Jewish by my life, then they wou 
not shine. But he was anxious that they should 
shine, and as a memento of the occasion he would 
give every one of the children a Copy of his book, 
** Readings from the Holy Scriptures. 

Dr. Nathan Morris's five-pomt programme for 
parents was: (1) Revive the old habit of sending 
children at an early age to the classes; (2) Don't take 
them away when they reach the age of 13; G) Dont 
worry about children attending too long hours for 
instruction (children used to attend for 2 or 3-hours 
at a time): (4) Send children regularly. and punc- 
; and Don't leave Jewish education only 
for the children—parents must try to do 
for themselves.

Chocolate Wheels 


Plain flour, 9 oz.; sugar, 3 oz.; fat, 3 oz.- milk. 
3 tablespoonfuls; cocoa, 2 teaspoons; bicarbonate 
of soda, 4 level teaspoon; vanilla; a little reconsti.

Margarine, 2 oz.: dried milk powder, 2 heaped

MELT syrup and margarine, pour into a basin and 
stir in milk powder and cocoa smoothly. Then fold 
in the cornflakes.

No one—will pretend that mustakes 
have never been made. but the questions invoived are 
frequentiy highly complex, and their solution is not helped 
by uninformed criticiem. A lively interest in the Empirc, 
and perhaps particularly in our Colonial territories, by people 
at home, will, 1 believe. contribute more than anything else 
towards a solution of these probiems The war has un- 
questionably had the effect of increasing public interest in 
these territories. and the means of development have alrcady 
been greatly facilitated through the mediam of air transport 
1 think it is true to say that rapid and efficient transport and 
communications are essentials without which economic 
development cannot make headway. It is only recently that 
these have at last come within our reach, but the chance, of 
which we should take the fullest advantage. has now arrived. 
and it will be for us.to use it widely when the end of the war 
permits, 

Many plans for Colonia! development are being considered 
and discussed, but ¥ think we should do well to remember 
that they cannot in themselves provide an effective substitute 
for the intelligent and synmpathetic interest of the people of 
this country: nor is it possible by any artifice or contrivance 
of Government to create mechanism to replace the initiative, 
enterprise, and enthusiasm of the individual. 

it is idle to speculate about the future. but it would be a 
Singularly unimaginative mind that could not grasp some- 
thing of the potentialities of aie transport for Africa and other 
parts of the Empire. and the effect of its power to bring 
together isolated territories. now within a few “ flying hours ” 
of each other. 

Never before. perhaps, in history has our country had the 
oPpertunity to do so much to improve the lot of so many as 
will come to us when the war is over.
